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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The request filed April 04, 2006 for a request for continued examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.114 based on patent application 09/991842 is acceptable and 
an RCE has been established. Accordingly, all the previous claims namely 
claims 1-58 have been cancelled. 

2. New Claims 59-75 have been added. Claim 59 is an independent claim and 
the rest of the claims 60-75 are dependent claims. Therefore claims 59-75 
are pending. 

3. The Double Patenting rejection(s) set forth in the previous office action has been 
overcome by virtue of the new claims language/ limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Newly added Claims 59-75 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. With respect to the independent claim 59 the art on the records, namely the 
combinations of Flint et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,453,419) and Chopra et al 

(U.S. Patent No. 6,611,875) discloses most of the limitation of the newly added 
claim 59. 

However, the art on the record does not disclose or suggest the limitation of the 
respective independent claim 59, containing the following functional limitation. 
Independent claim 59, recites the following functional limitation, "send via the 
untrusted network, by use of an IPSec tunnel, packets that arrive at the 
first logical interface and that are destined to the protected network." 
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None of the prior art of record taken singularly of in combination teaches or 

suggests all the limitation of the respective independent claim 59 with the 

specific step/ functional limitation that had been recited above. 

For the reasons provided above, the amended independent claim 59 is 

allowed. 

Support for the newly added claim 59 is found on Paragraph 0070 and figure 1. 
7. The dependent claims 60-75, being further limiting to the independent 
claim 59, definite and enabled by the specification are also allowed. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submission should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
